WITNESS STAND !N HAYWOOD TRIAL J 


RICHARDSON'S FIERCE CBOSS EXAMINATION 


Orchard Says Be Has "Got Religion" and Says That Out 


ol the Bible He Found the Courage to 


Hake Bis Awful Confession, 


' Boise, June 11.—Following his veil- 
ed intimation on the stand yesterday 
that he had become converted, Harry 
Orchard, who boasts of the murder 
of eighteen men, today declared pub- 
licly that he has "got religion.' Or- 
chard declares that within the pages 
of the Bible he has found courage to 
make his confession. Orchard's cross- 
examination continued today. It was 
the same old story of murder, treach- 
ery and lies. 


Boise. Idaho, June 11. — Steve Ad- 


ams, the allleged accomplice of Harry 
Orchard, is now in the county jail 
here, occupying a cell in the same 
building with Haywood, Moyer and 
Pettibone. Adams will be called to 
the stand by the state as a witness in 
the Haywood trial. Adams assures his 
own lawyers that he will not under 
any circumstances testify 
adversely 


to Haywood. He reiterated his state- 
ments made in his trial at Wallace 
that he made admissions to Detective 
McBarUand-because he-feared for- his 
own safety, and that he lied to the 
state's detective under promise of re- 
ward. Adams denounces Orchard as 
an absolute liar. "Every statement 
Orchard has made, so far at least 
where it implicates me, is false," de- 
clared Adams. 


Counsel for the detense, in the fur- 


ther cross-examination of Harry Or- 
chard, repeatedly threw the suggestion 
of a great counter conspiracy formu- 
lated and carried out by the enemies 
of the Western Fedeiation of Miners, 
and indicated a determination to con- 
struct their mam line of defense on 
that field. They carried Orchard by 
slow steps and through the minutest 
details from the dynamiting of the In- 
dependence station down to the at- 
tempt on the life of Fred Bradley and 
his family, and in addition to a series 
of particular attacks on the credibility 
of the witness and the general proba- 
bility of his stories, and preparing the 
way for their own testimony in rebut- 
tal, they sought to show that Orchard 
has a mania for boasting of the com- 
mission of crimes non-sxistent except 
In his own mind, and that he is testi- 
fying under the control and sugges- 
tion of Detective McPartland. 


The defense began by making it 


clear that as far as Orchard knew of 
his own knowledge Haywood, Moyer 
and Pettibone had nothing to do with 
the inspiration, planning and execu- 
tion of the Vindicator explosion, and 
that Haywood and Moyer had nothing 
to do with planning the murder of De- 
tective Gregory. Passing then to the 
dynamiting of the Independence sta- 
tion, the first crime with which the 
testimony of Orchard directly con- 
nects Haywood, Moyer and Pettibone, 
they endeavored to show that Orchard, 
in springing the mine, had purposely 
sought to spare the oncoming train 
and the nonunion men who were ex- 
pected to entrain, and tbw the whole 
plot was engineered by asents of the 
mine owners and railway managers, 
who wanted that comparatively harm- 
less "outrage" to injure the union 
miners who were on a strike. 


Leaving the Independence station 


crime, which was followed by the 
flight of Orchard into Wjoming and 
then by his unexpected return to Den- 
ver, counsel for the defense sought 
to discredit the story that Haywood 
directed Orchard to kill Andy May- 
berry by showing that Hayv.-ood and 
Mayberry are old and intimate friends. 
Getting down to the Bradley crime, 
they devoted themselves largely to 
the" revolting story of Oi chard s at- 
tempt to po'son the entire Bradley 
household, including the infant child, 
which he had seen in a baby carnase, 
and Mrs. Crow, the cook, with whom 
he had made friends, and whom he 
had accompanied to a theater. Into 
stronger relief than had been the di- 
rect examination they tliTW th~ utter 
depraMty of the witness, and gave the 
watching crowd a deen-no*«d thrill. 


from Pettibone, who used the name of 
"Pat Bone" in transmitting it, and in 
making this clearer the defense gave 
evidence of a plan to show that this 
money was sent under Pettibone's 
name thinly disguised by persons plot- 
ting against the leaders of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners. 


Orchard denied that mine owners as 


railroad men had any part in the In- 
dependence station outrage; 
denied 


that he had a mala for confessing un- 
committed crimes, and denied that he 
is under the influence of McPartland. 
He showed some spirit in answering 
some of Attorney Richardson's ques- 
tions, but he firmly held to all of his 
first stories. Two more crimes were 
brought home to Orchard. He con- 
fessed that he burned a cheese factory 
in Ontario to get $800 insurance, and 
he confessed that he began his life of 
crime by selling cheese at short 
weight. Orchard has been on the 
stand fire days, and has fully two 
more to serve. -

introduction of evidence, so Mr. Camp 
bel, after 15 minutes conference with 
his associates and their client, made 
the opening address to the jury in be- 
half of the mayor Abraham Ruef, in- 
dicted jointly with Mayor Schmitz 
and who has pleaded guilty, though 
paradoxically proclaiming himself in 
nocent of the charge, will not be call 
ed. The ruling by Judge Dunne that re 
suited m cutting short the state's case 
was the sustaining of an objection to 
the introduction of a mass of testi 
rnony tending to show that the mayor 
had made a common practice of play 
ing fast and loose with restaurant and 
saloon licenses, and had ordered a 
number of them held up out of ulterio 
motives This testimony the state pro- 
posed to offer under that provision o 
the law permitting the people to T>rovi 
the commission by the defendant o 
offenses similar to the one charged in 
order to show his criminal intent in 
perpetrating the latter.

Washington, June 11—An official 
dmitted that the Japanese situation 


was taken up at today's cabinet meet- 
ng. Secretary Root presented 
the 


tate department a review of recent 
developments, as outlined in these 
dispatches early. Some curiosity was 
Tianifested by certain of the Presi 
dent's advisers as to the present dis- 
position of our 
naval forces, 
but 


:here was no serious 
discussion on 


this poirt. 


In the opinion of the state depart- 


ment the most serious consequences 
of the present anti-American agita- 
tion in Japan is the inevitable delay 
in the successful conduct of the nego- 
tiations rending 
for the conclusion 


of of a new treaty between the two 
countries. 


There is also a possibility that the 


continuation 
of the reiteration of 


charges and 
counter-charges 
may 


lead to the estrangement of the two 
peoples. For this reason 
Secretary 


Root deprecates the daily sensational 
publications of the yellow press of 
both countries. 
He holds that it Is 


so far largelv a newspaper campaign. 
He is not disturbed, however, by the 
situation. He recognizes in the cam- 
paign of Japanese 
progressives 
in 


Japan, to overthrown the party in 
power, as a poliitical play. 


"The elections in Japan take place 


next fall, and 'Justice for Japanese in 
America.' has become a campaign cry 
of the minority. So long as the pres- 
ent administration remains in power 
the most friendly relations will con- 
tinue to exist between the 
United 


States and Japan." 


It is understood here that the Jap- 


anese embassy has sent a special 
agent to San Francisco to report on 
the attack on the Japanese business 
houses, which is a pretext 
for the 


principal agitation in Japan.

Washington, June 11.—Thousand* o» 


dollars are being raised by the Jap- 
anese of the Pacific coast to carry out 
the compact they have entered Into 
with the Progressive party of Japan 
for the overthrow of the Saionji min* 
istry, the annulment of the exclusion 
clause in the immigration bill and the 
guarantee of the naturalization, rights 
ot the Japanese subjects residing in 
this country. 
These additional facts 


in the international plot were vouched 
for in semi-official circles here. The 
enormous fund which is being collect- 
ed will be used to arouse a feeling in 
the Japanese empire antagonistic to 
the American government. 


Notwithstanding Mr. Takahashi's 


sweeping denial of the existence of 
the alliance between the Japanese of 
the Pacific coast and the anti-admin- 
istration party in Japan, given out by 
Charles Takahashi of Seattle, Wash., 
texts of certain reports which he-for- 
warded to Yamaoka in Seattle and to 
the Japanese society of Seattle have 
been secured. In one of the reports, 
which was afterward read by Tak*- 
hashi at a secret mass meeting of Jap- 
anese in Seattle, on the eTening of 
May 26, he quotes Ambassador Aoki'B 
statements in regard to the relations 
between the United States and Japan 
growing out of the recent disturb- 
ances in San Francisco and the adop- 
tion by congress of the immigration 
law excluding coolie labor from coifc 
tmental United States. Takahaski'* 
report in part is as follows: 


"My object in discususing the Jap- 


anese immigration limitation law with, 
Ambassador Aoki was: First? cO!^!**, 
liflcation of the present ImmSBsifWfc 
limitation law; -Bw-cad, <eppoflla|sfhl>* 
would-be immigration law (propose^ 
new treaty) said to be contemplated 
between Japan and the United States; 
third, acquiescence in the Japanese 
naturalization rights in the United 
States. 
* '- 


"To these discussions Ambassador 


Aoki said: 'Japan has ample grounds 
to oppose the immigration Limitation 
law, but if we go to extremes I fear 
war 
Regarding this Japanese limita- 


tion law, the Japanese government ab- 
solutely disagrees with the United 
States and will ask the naturalization 
rights for the Japanese people, which 
the United States government will 
have to eventually grant. At present 
the re-election of a president i» near- 
ing, so we are hesitating at this time 
to bring up these questions, which are 
unpopular m American politics,' What 
we must ca1! especial attention to is 
the fundamental antagonistic state- 
ments that the embassy made com- 
pared with those of Secretary Straus 
(interview on May 7). 
"We can not 


ourselves be satisfied with such uncer- 
tainty and the contradictory state- 
ments '" 


Taft Says No War With Japan. 
Milwaukee, June 11.—Secretary of 


War William H. Taft, in an interview, 
says there will be no war with Japan. 
He has faith that the United States 
and Japan will continue their way 
along most peacefully together. 
The 


secretary said "You can quote me 
emphatically as sa>ing that I have an 
abiding faith that the United States 
and Japan will continue their way 
along most peacefully together. You 
can rest assured of that. Never mind 
the scare-head dispatches."
